Following is a copy of a letter re- 
evived by different interested hodics 
in this area concerning the inlet to 
Didsbury from the main No. 2 high- 
way, One organization in particular 
has records on hand stating that it 
Was not the policy of the govern- 
ment to do any more than they have 
already done in this respect. Your 
guess ig aS good as ours as to whether 
this sudden change in policy will bear 
any fruit. 

Getting back to the latest letter 
Wu quote: 

“The Minister of Highways an- 
nounced from his office today that 
it was the policy of the Provincial 
Government to build asphali-topped 
approach roads from the network 
of main through highways to towns 
within easy access to the higliways 

Last year, when the 
construction of the divided 
four-lane highway between Bowden 
and Crossfield was approved, re- 
presentations were made by the 
Towns of Olds, Carstairs and Dids- 
bury, and by Mr. Fred Niddrie, 
M.L.A., and Mr, Howard liammell, 
M.L.A., for asphalt-topped connec- 
tions, The matter was taken unde? 
advisement and a policy has now 
been approved to provide such ap- 
proach roads. This will also apply 
to the Towns of High River and 
Nanton, if the new road is proceeded 
with, Heretofore, the approach 
roads were constructed, generally 
speaking, by the local authority on 
a 75 — 25’ basis, the Province pay- 
ing the 75% The new policy will 
insure good approach roads to the 
various towns close to the main 
through highway network, and will 
provide ready access to all who want 
to do their business at those centres. 
Approach roads approved will be 
built by the Department of High-

CONTROL THE SPRUCE SAW- 
FLY; The yellow-headed spruce saw- 
tly is a serious pest of the spruce 
trees in many parts of Alberta. In 
the last two years considerable dam- 
uve Was done to shelterbelts and hed- 
yes in the Didsbury, Olds, Harmat- 
tan, districts. 

The attack of the spruce by the 
sawfly larvae will cause the loss of 
many needles. If defoliation is com- 
plete it will result in probable death 
to the trees. Careful and periodic 
nspection of the trees should te 


suitable action taken to preven 
damage. One should look for the 
sawfiy larvae (worms) shortly after 
the bud caps have fallen, usually 


Their first appearance is on the 
warmer south side of trees, The 
worms are pale green in color, but 
the reddish-brown heads aid in spot- 


trol measures must be started as 
soon as the worms appear. These 
worms work rapidly and in the 
course of only a few days they can

Hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple of modest means are today be- 
coming part owners of industry 
by purchasing stocks as they pur- 
chase automobiles, _ refrigerators 
and TV sets -- on the instalment 
plan. ; 

This “spread of grass-roots capi- 
talism,” says the June Reader's 
Digest, is largely due to G. Keith 
Funston, president of the New 
York Stock Exchange. Mr. Fun- 
ston reasoned that the way to 
attract the millions of small in- 
vestors Whose savings must pro- 
vide the industrial capital of the 
future was to let them buy stocks 
on a pay-as-you-go basis. Accord- 
ingly, in January 1954, the Ex- 
change launched its Monthly In- 
vestment Plan, conveniently called 
ihe MIP. } 

Under MIP a truck driver, a 
store clerk, a factory worker or a 
«hool teacher — who may once 
have thought of Wall Street as 
a place where bulls and bears 
ileece the public lamb — is be- 
coming a capitalist himself. He 
sets aside for the purchase of 
stock a sum which can be as little 
$40 every three months, the 
minimum agreement of MIP. 

Shares are bought outright, not 
on margin. The man or woman 
who can invest $100 a month, for 
example, can buy three and a frac 
tion shares of a stock selling at 
the broker's commis

Department store sales were up 
28.6% in week ended May 7, com 
pared with same week in 1954, 
reports The Financial Post. All 
showed substantial gains, 

ranging from Saskatchewan's

Notes From D.A. 


By NOWARD J. FULCHER 

Erosion by water is quite notice- 
able at this time of the year, depo- 
sits of silt in low areas, other posi- 
tive indications are the development 
of gulleys across fields, These gul- 
leys may be very small and can be 
crossed with farm machinery, in 
some cases the wash-outs are too 
large for this, 

In case of large gulleys it is im- 
perative they be filled and seeded 
to prevent further damage and alloy. 
uninterrupted cultivation of the 
fields. (The procedure will vary with 
the size, type and contour of the 
wash-out, generally most can be 
filled with agriculture machinery. 
In these cases work the land into 
the ditch from either side until] the 
ditch area is a little higher than 
the area along its sides, this allows 
for packing and settling, preventing 
the forming of a narrow ditch in 
the original wash-out, If the chan- 
hel is over eighteen inches deep any 
material (logs, roots, stones) put in 
before filling will help bind the land 
and lessen danger of a new wash- 
out, In construction of the water 
course develop it wide and flat bot- 
tomed rather than “V" shaped 
When this is completed pack the 
land until it is quite fam and seed

| After seeding if the grade of the 
ditch is great cross logs or any other 
devices placed on surface will slow 
and spread the water movement and 
help prevent re-occurance of the 
erosion, these can be removed when 
the grass is fully established. 

If the ditch is very large and heavy 
equipment is needed it is advisable 
to get the land levels and proper 
grade established before large ex- 
penditures are made.
